. Cerns, than the fufpenfion of his Majefty’s annual 


bounty to the parifhes of the city of Weftmintter of 
one thoufand pounds ; at all times fuch a fum mutt 
‘be a great relief to the poor; but the detention of 
it at fuch a time as this, when the exceflive feverity 
of the weather combines with the fharpnefs of po- 
verty, makes it a calamity indeed. May Heaven in- 
{pire thofe who are properly. qualified, to become 
his Majefty’s purfe-bearers on this accafion ! 

It is a very extraordinary fact, that Dr Perfea, 
who keeps a honfe for the reception of lunatics; 
near PMaidftone, feeing accidentally a Great Per- 
fonage on ‘the terrace at Windfor, fo long ago as 
Angaft 1787, mentioned to the company then with 
him, that he plainly faw evident marks of infanity 
in his countenance.

Thus Mr Pitt gracioufly gave the Prince but ome 
day to confider of his molt important rights—a con- 
fideration that involves all his future happinefs, 
peace, and honour. But Providence, more kind 
than Mr Pitt, has given to the Prince a day mire 
than Mr Pitt intended ; for the Speaker being taken 
ill, the Houfe of Commons were obliged to ad- 
journ. 

It is with the moft extreme concern we annouhce 
to the public, that orders were given’ by Miniftérs 
on Tuefday laft, that no further communication 
fhould be made to his Royal Highnefs the Prince 
of Wales with regard to the ftace of his Majefty’s 
health, Whatever difrefpect it may have fuired Mr 
Pitt’s politics to have fhewn ‘towards the Prince, 
we cannot help conceiving, that the mode which he 
has adopted in the prefeut in{tance of exprefling his 
contempt, is fach as muft immediately call forth 
the refentment of each mind, that is not deaf to ¢- 
very call of humanity, and dead to every fenfe of 
propriety and feeling. To deny, to fo affectionate 
and afflicted a fon, the knowledg# of his Royal Fa- 
-ther’s fituation, when labouring under a moft me- 
lancholy diftemper, is carrying: minilterial rancour 
and perfonal' revenge to an-excefs, of which we 
fhould have ceaceived the moft hard and barbarous 
nature incapable.
